A bUl to provide a Naitlcmal Bm 
ptoymsot Bureau in the Oepertmuit 
of Labor was Introduced in the last 
session of Congress by John I. Nolan, 
of San Francisco. By the terms of 
the bill a nsttnnal emptoyaent 
acency will be eetsMit^ed and eOHip* 
eration between the natkmal fmrsaa 
and such State buuatis as comply 
with the regulations of the national 
bureau is provided. The Postoffice 
Department of the Oovernment is di- 
rected to use the postal system and 
the postal employpis wherever prac- 
ticable, to assist ill tlie i-.'iiployiiit>lf 
service. To keep tlie cm ploy ment 
sei^lce from becoming a strike-break- 
ing agency there is included in the 
bill a provision ordering that those 
■etking employment shall be in- 
formed of taduatrlal disputes. 

A national employment bureau 
helping directly as an employment 
■csney and working with the State 
bureaus should be of ^Veat help in 
remedying industrial and employ- 
ment conditions. An additional fea- 
ture of the blU, serving to etrength- 
eu the State bureaus, allows the na- 
tional buioau to contribute to the 
State bureaus a sum equal to the 
amount appropriated and apeilt by 
the individual state. 

During the war the employment 
service of the Fc<leral Government 
did an Immense amount at matk in 
showing men where iirotk omM be 
found end In eopplytog Indus Irial ea- 
tabliabmsofts with the required 
amount of labor. Ithe Inatltutlan of 
such a service as a immanent Inetl- 
tution has been recommended by a 
grsait many organisations and indi" 
viduals. Among others the Ameri- 
can I-Vderation of Labor and the As- 
sociation for Labor Legislation have 
advocated a FedeMt emylofuml 
service. 

The Bishop's programme of social 
reconstruction said that though the 
problam of unemployment is with us 
alwa^ and though many agencies 
and methods will have to be used to 
solve the problsm, "the primary and 
IndispenseMe taetmmeut Is a naitlon- 
al system of labor esehengee, aeting 
In harmony with State, munMpel, 
and prlvwto emptoyroent hareana."

A deplorable lack of suitable 
housing accommodations for the 
Catholic girl compelled to seek em- ' 
ployment in cities where she has no 
frieiHls or relatives has been dlscloa- 
eil hy a preliminary survey of thie 
Kituation by the National Council of 
Catholic Women. According to the 
report, fifty-five Catholic boarding 
homes out of a total of eighty nine 
have 'been compelled to esiaiiiish 
waiting lists bseause of, Inabiiii v to 
accommodate girls. The survey in- 
liidee reports from sixty-two of the 
1 cities in the United States hav- 
ng a population of more n»% n 
iH)0 and shows that 5.754 girls 
were being accomnio<lafed in the 
ighty-nlne houses. 
New York Stale, with twentv-four 
bouses, heads the list, accommodat- 
ifu ^'^Si *^''''''' Massachusetts, 
?i>i « houses, accommodates 
0B4. Ohio hae seven houses, with 
accommodations for 478, and Penn- 
sylvania four houses wMh accommo-' 
datlons for 454. Ten of the houses 
re conducted under the auspices of 
he National Council of Catholic 
Women, including three In Wsshlng- 
on. Twenly-Koven Slates and the 
Oistrict of Columbia are represented 
In the survey, which points out con- 
■lusively Ihe necessity of immediate 
ECtlon to care for the Catholic girl 
and young woman who are friend- 
less and homeless in large citlee. 
It has already been suggested that 
chain of national community 
houses with accommodations for 
working girls be established by the 
ouncil and that each house be given 
uniform name so that a working 
girl arriving in a strange city wll! 
be able to locate It without dlffj- 
nrfty. In a majority o^ho' large 
cItlaSi it Is pointed out.^E hotels 
are crowded and, moreorsiVin those 
the IMng costs ars high. Private 
tamUles are averse to toking In girls 
to room or board. They are too 
much trouble. It Is claimed. Men 
boarders are preferred. The eonee- 
queuce is that durkng the past few 
years four or five girls have very 
often been forc<'d lo crowd into a 
small room and on iM-caslons girls 
have been compelled to go from door 
to door seeking shelter and, not 
fladlAg It, have bemi compelled to 
spend the night in the station. They 
are frequently tlM victims of extor- 
tionate and thieving landlords and 
landladies. These girls run grav^ 
moral risks getting Into unknown 
and unrecommended housss, some- 
times huusea of mors thah qnsstlon- 
able character. 

National Catholic Welfare Council 
surveys among 33.921 girls and wo- 
men employed in factories an<l stores 
In St. Loul», Milwaukee, Columbus 
and Detroit show that more than 
12 iper cent, of them are living 
away from home. In many occupa- 
tions the percentege is higher, tn 
1M6. for example, 88 per cent, of 
ijie women restaurant workers In 
M.issachusetts were found to be 
livinir away from home. 

'I'lie ('ailiolic Women's Association 
if Cincinnati already has taken a 
decisive step lo provide quarters for 
the working girl. Plans have been 
made for a unique 'downtown hotel 
for business women, which will in- 
clude club rooms fdr organization 
meetings, « an . auditorium seating 
about 400, a rsstauraat, swimming 
pool and gymnasium, as weU as 
sewing and domestic sciencs Classes 
and other educational work. 

Here in Louisville the V'isitatiou 
Homo and the Sisters of Mercy have 
cared for many young women for 
years past with the most sattofaclory 
results, until now a new and- larger 
home is needed. This wilt be real- 
ised as soon as the subsorlptlon^i to 
the rscent •drive have paid their sub- 
icrlptiona, which will enable the 
good Sistom to secure a larger and 
more commodious building in favor- 
able quarters. Then Loulsvlllo will 
boast of one of the finest houses In 
the entire country The local fund 
Cor this purpose has already reached 
nearly $150,000. which doubtleMs 
will be added to when *the new site 
has been decided uipon.

The Catholk BdveatloBal Aaaoda- 

tlon, meetlns In New York City, took 
strong position on the a<Aool Ques- 
tion in the following resolution 
adopted at tho final session. 

"We note with gratlfifatlon that 
iimiil tlic I'haiiniiiK conditions -which 
have so seriously afrfcte<l education, 
our Catholic schools hav<' sliown new 
viKor and attakied a greatei" prosjjei - 
fty. We regard this as evidence of

"The Catholic parent, iasiitlBe up- 
on the American cltlMO's freedom 
(•a curaaateed by the oonatttatton), 
to worahlv Ood, pertonn Ma dntlee 
and sare bis soul In aoeordanoe irfth 
bis religious belief, demands that the 
same freedom be secured to his child- 
ren through an education wliirh safe- 
guards their faith and <I<>velops In 
them indispensable habits of pei sonal 
find civic virtuf. We hold tliat. to 
have its due effect, training in moral- 
ity and relig'ion must be fiivc^n along 
with instruction in other subjects. 
As education and the preservation of 
the religious life arc thus Inseparably 
conjoined, we claim that the right to 
educatate our ehiMren in our <rwn 
CathoMe schools is a rl^ht of con- 
tcience, no leas tnTiolable than the 
right elren us by Ctod to worship 
Hfm as our conscience dictatee. 
While maintaining our own schools 
we do not encroach upon the legiti- 
mate rights either of the State or our 
felloiw citizens. Wo hold, sin the 
contrary, that the schools supported 
by the voluntaiy contributions of our 
people are the most effe^ctual moans 
for preserving the moral life of our 
nation, for upholding legitimate au- 
thority, securing obedienoe to law 
and perpetuating the principlee of 
true deniocracy. Aa is amply eleer 
1 the record of the American 
arny aad nary In Hie World War, 
Catholic chaplains, soldiers and sail- 
ore In all branches of the service, 
gave incontestable proof of their pat- 
riotic devotion to their country. 
Therein thpy showed the spirit devel- 
oped In them by their education in 
Cattiolic schools. We accordingly 
BUbniit that the State, in behalf of its 
own best Interests and in justice to 
millions of Catholic citizens, should 
protect and Insure by all possible 
means that freedom of education 
nrhich is our Urthrlgbt as Ameri- 
cans, and whidi alone will eontiaae 
the traditlraa of Itberty in our eoua- 
tiy."

In arguing for his proipo8e<l "bone- 
dry" plank before tlie I>«Muocratlc 
convention in San Franoiaoo, William 
Jennings Bryan, aeeotdlaC to yrese 
reporte, aald:

They tell 
you that wine Is a harmleas drink 
but you will Had that through the 
ag44s it has beea wtae that baa earsed 
uianklmd." 

There spoke the Puritan fanatic 
wtio is i'onvlnced that alcohol is an 
evil IhinK in all clrcumstancLis. Such 
was the view of the Manlciitiana in 
rtt. .Aupustlne's day. It is the view 
of some fanatics of the Bryan type 
today. But TeaaonaMe men ean dis- 
tlnguiidi between the alniee of a 
thing that la in itself good aad the 
prag>er use of it. 8aeh a distlDction 
Bryan and bis fanatilc followers do 
not recognise. They are as unreas- 
onable-T^od eveo more eo — than the 
man who defends the saloon and all 
Its evils because he believes prohibi- 
tion to be oppiisi'd to personal liber- 
ty. We are jjlad that the San FraJl- 
cisco convwitic.u voted down Bryan 
and hia plank. We have never op- 
posed prohibition; for we saw in it 
the only practioahle remedy tvr the 
evUs of the saloon and the llanor 
traffic. But piohibttion does not 
mesa tsaatlclam — aad if are op- 
posed to fanatioistn aa enmpMAed by 
Bryan's argument at San naaclsco. 
His plank deserved to be defeated. 
If fanatics pf his i' i.- ' . c rniitted 
to control the pi- .<-iiient 
In this oountiy t.'i.ti iiiuwiin<nt will 
not last long. Just as the brazen de- 
fiance of law distasted deceint people 
and bwuKht on prohibition, ao the 
Impudebt fanaticism of 'Bryan and 
bis kind may undo all that baa beea 
aeoooapUahed.
